The results of the operation of your property for the year 
ending June 30, 1902, were as follows:

Ratio of operating expenses and taxes to

As compared with the previous year : 

Gross earnings increased $171,735.25 

Operating expenses increased. 158,690.92 

Net earnings increased $ 13,044.33 

The profit and loss account shows a credit 
balance of $81,508.78. 

In order to provide for the proper renewals of equipment, 
depreciation at the rate of 3 per cent, on locomotives and 
passenger equipment and 6 per cent, on freight equipment has 
been charged to expenses for the year, and the amount placed 
in Equipment Reserve Fund, to which fund also there has 
been credited the inventory value of all equipment destroyed 
during the year. 

The following charges have been made against this fund 
during the year, viz.: 

For the purchase of 8 new freight engines. . . .$ 91,450.00 
For 6 new cabooses and 2 tool-cars 12,357.86

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Seven thousand, seven hundred and forty-two tons of new 
steel rails, weighing 70 pounds per yard, were laid, replacing 
rail of lighter weight upon 70 miles of main track, removing 
all light rail upon the Ohio Division, and from Point Pleasant 
to Lock Seven, a distance of 40 miles, on the West Virginia 
Division. A portion of the cost of this extraordinary renewal 
was anticipated and charged to Operating Expenses during the 
previous year; $22,000 has been charged out during ^he past 
year and about $71,000 is carried in Suspense Account to be 
charged out in future. 

Thirty-nine miles of the West Virginia Division were 
ballasted with gravel, the cost being charged to Operating 
Expenses.

crease may be expected in the Company's earnings during the 
coming year.

Steel rail weighing- 70 pounds per yard was 
laid from Millfield to Albany, 18 miles, and Langsville to Hobson, 12 miles, 
completing the relaying of the Ohio Division with heavy rail. On the 
West Virginia Division 70-pound rails were laid from Pt. Pleasant to 
Lock Seven, 40 miles. 

Thirty-nine miles of the West Virginia Division ballasted with gravel. 

Eighteen trestles were replaced with iron pipe and 2,284 lineal feet of 
trestle was filled and converted into embankment. 

One station building was enlarged, two roofed with slate and three 
painted. Track scales at Charleston and Wagner were replaced with new 
ones of larger capacity. One water-tank was renewed and two water- 
stations received new boilers.

The inventory value of the locomotive destroyed was $2,866.35, which 
together with $5,555.48, the value of the 24 freig-ht cars destroyed, and 
$43,205.93, depreciation on equipment for the year, has been charged to 
expenses. 

Of the 31 locomotives, 20 are in first-class condition, 8 in fair condi- 
tion, and 3 undergoing repairs. 10 engfines received heavy and 15 light 
repairs, including 1 new fire box, 1 new cab and 5 new tank frames. New 
tires were placed on 12 engines, 6 had tires turned, 20 received new flues, 
and 1 had flues reset; 10 engines were painted and varnished. 

1743 freight cars and 16 cabooses received repairs, and 2 cabooses were 
rebuilt. 
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
